UJS. cities are “ori the brink of fiscal col¬ 
lapse,” the study concludes, and with the coming 
cuts in federal aid, “the outlook for the cities 
is bleak.’f 

The chts pushed through Congress by the 
Reagan Administration are massive. They in¬ 
clude: 


Many mayors and municipal commissioners r>„ 
warn that the cities’ needs will be neglected i? 
federal block grants are routed to the states in¬ 
stead of directly to the cities. Said Richmond, 

Va. Mayor Henry Marsh: “The states have not 
had the kind of concern needed for central cities.” 

The federal government may have to develop 
a policy for dealing with a succession of city de¬ 
faults, the Congressional study warns. 

The study also predicts that, as a result of 
the Reagan cuts, cities will have to “require 
further increases in local taxes, 'user charges 
and fees” of city populations already overtaxed" 
and overcharged for declining services. Such a' 
move, the study points "out, could very likely * 
drive more people ..out of the cities, further 1 

weakening their tax base. • ' 1 

CUT TO THE BONE 

City services, cut to the bone in many cases 
already, can’t be,reduced much more. Whatever 
fat there may be’ in some city offices, there is 
little in the wages of municipal workers. The 
congressional study notes that “wage and salary • 
increases for police, fire and sanitation workers 
were frequently below the rate of inflation; in 
the largest cities, the shortfall was -dramatic.” 

“We’re convinced that there’s no way to bring 
Detroit back to long-run solvency through joist 
more efficiencies, or just through wage freezes, 
or even a combination of the two,” Fred Secrest. .• 
decid<xl SOr Mayor Coleman Young, has .

If an incoming call was made from the local Maryland and 
Virginia area, they would be able to identify the area, i.e., 
Fairfax, Bethesda, and Arlington. Once .the local area had been 
identified, computers in that area could be programmed to pick up 
a second incoming call.
